$ Celebrating the Peace Pact. 


HREE yoars ago on’ Aug. 27, 
1928, in Paris, sixteen of tho 
great nations of the . world, In- 
cluding Russia, signed the Pact of 
Paris, outlawing and abolishing 
war as a method of ecttling their 
disputes and conilicts, Thia pune. 
turing of the philosophy of force, 
which dominated international re- 
Intions § for conturics, and had 
brought civilzation to the very 
brink of self-destruction, incar- 
nates the Ideal of abolishing on 
outworn and dangerous inatitution 
by the power of law backed by 
overwhelming public sentiment. 
-No institution, however inimical 
to socioty, ever has seen or can be 
abolished by force; it must be de- 
legalized, outlnwed. ia 

In the last three yedrs practical- 
ly all civilized countries have sigt.- 
ed and ratified the pact, which is 
now a corner stone.of international 
Inw, and under Article 6 of the 
United States Constitution has be- 
come “the supreme Inw of the 
land.” 

Hore, then, we hnve the solemn 
renunciation of war by the gov- 
ernments of the carth, embodying 
the moral will of the people. This 
treaty docs not purport to stop 
war by force; it condemns and re- 
nounces the usc of force in inter- 
national relations. It ia grounded 
on the universal community of in- 
terest in pence among the nations 
and reads war out'of the text o 
international Jaw; it snatches the 
.sceptre of war from the hand of 
Mara and surrenders it to the god- 
cdss_ of peace. : 

What in addition ix needed, to 
effectuate and perfect this most 
revolutionary and beneficent ‘law 
in all history? -First of ‘all, tho 
existence and effect of this law 
must be brought home to the mas- 
acs of mankind who have always 

aid the colossal cost of wars in 
blood ‘and money. Their govern: 
ments have now officially created 
thia anti-war pact; it is for the 
peoples themselves to ace to its 
sacred preservation and by eternal 
vigilance to guard against its 
violation. To this end ‘Aug. 27 
should be declared by the Parlia- 
ments and Congresses of the na- 
tions an international holiday, call- 
ed ‘World’ Pence Day.” There {5 
no universal day of rejoicing and 
the anniversary of the absolute 
renunciation of war now furnishes 
a perfect occasion.

It is often. sald that the Peace 

Pact needs “implementing.” But 


‘the use of words in international 


purlance is frequently misteuding. 
We hear it proposed that the pact 
should have “teeth,” that its pro- 
yistons must be “enforced”; that 
its violation must be punished un- 
der a system of “sanctions”; und 
hat “security” must be suaranteed 
against “bandit” or “ares sor pile 
tions. But all these. expressions 
‘are’ mere verbal“ camouflages - for 
the use of force, that is to say, 
war, which is explicitly condem- 
ned and outlawed by the pact it- 
self. : -

CHARACTER ISSUE. 


There was an ccho at the Kow- 
loon Magistracy: before Mr. Fraser 
this‘morning of the ‘case in which 
two Chinese sehodl-teachers, one 
u headmaster and the other an 
nasistant teacher, of the Yeuk 
Chee Boys’ and Girls’ School, who 
were rentenced to six months’ and 
one year’s hard labour respective. 
ly yesaterds 

Mr. F.C. E. Rendall appeared 
on behalf of the convicted men 
and applied for.a re-henring on 
grounds of fact and law. In-the 
case of the sasistant teacher, who 
was convicted of writing charac- 
tera on a black-board which were 
likely to create a disturbance, Mr. 
Réndall said this man had stated 
in evidence that he had capied the 
characters from a Chinese news- 
paper. The sentence on the board 
was not complete, and nobody 
looking at tho#e charactera only, 
could say what the endin’ of the 
sentence could be, If that news- 
paper had been published, there 
must be other coples of it in 
existence. He would attempt to 
produce a copy, 

Mr. Rendall argued that’ there 
had not been sufficient evidence 
for his Worship to convict, 


Unavoidable. 


In the case of the headmaster, 
who was convicted of being in 
possession of certain documents, 
Mr. Rendal) said if letters were 
xent to him, he could not avotd 
receiving them, unless he went to 
the Postmaster General hefore- 
hand, and told him not forward 
letters nddressed to him or to the 
school, . 

Mr. Rendall would 
witnesses to show character, 
which must enter into cases of 
that nature. He raid he saw in 
the newspapers a boy was convict- 
ed by a Police Magistrate in con- 
nexion with the riots at Wanchai, 
and was bound over because he 
had previously borne a good 
character, Yet in the next Court, 
a man was fined $30 for putting 
up « poster which was not in any 
way Inciting at all. Therefore, 
anid Mr. Rendall, evidence of 
character was important. ' 

After hearing Mr. Rendall’s 
argument, his Worship agreed to 
re-open the case insofar as to 
allow Mr, Rendall to produce a 
copy of the newspaper which was 
alleged to have contained 
sentence complained of, and to 
bring evidence of character. His 
Worship fixed the case’ for re- 
hearing for Wednesday morning. 

Bail Refused. 

Ralsing the question of — bail, 
Mr. Rendall said the first defen- 
dant was the headmaster of a 
school which had over 860 bovs in 
its register. In an institution of 
that dimension, it was necessary 
for the hendmaster {to make 
arrangements for the time of. his 
absence. : 

The Police demurred against 
bail, Inspr.

DISMISSED. 


LEGAL ARGUMENTS AT. 
RE-HEARING. 


CASE. NOT PROVED. 


The failure of the prosecution to 
produce a signed document sent to 
the Building Authority resulted in 
a summons against Leung Wing- 
yuc, summoned ‘as agent of the 
owner of 348, Queen’s Rond Central, 
again being dismissed by Mr. 
Schofield at the Central Police Court 
this morning. 

The summons accused the defen. 
dant of having carried out certain 
work to the staircase of 348, 
Queen's Rond Central without a 
permit from the Building Autho- 
rity. His. Worship originaly dis- 
missed tho summons on the ground 
that the prosecution had not dia- 
approved of plans which had been 
submitted within tho 28 days 
mentioned In the Ordinance, but 
Inter decided to re-open the case 
on the grounds thnt the Ietter of 
disallowance was sent within 28 
days In accordance with the Inter- 
pretation Ordinance. : 

Mr. M. K. Lo appeared for the 
defendant and at the last hearing 
submitted that, as there was no 
evidence before the Court that the 
defendant had signed on behalf of 
the owner, he could not be held re- 
spohsible merely as the agent for 
the owner. : 

Mr T. S. 
peared this mornings 
the case for the prosecution. 
He said that he understood 
his Worship was sntisfied on the 
other points that the prosecution 
had proved their case, apart from 
the question of the 28 days, 

His Worship pointed ost that 
there wns the further point raised 
by Mr. Lo that the prosecution had 
not proyed its cnse by falling to put 
in the original certificate applying 
‘for the work to be allowed. 


Mr. Lo’s Case. 

Mr. Lo said that the way he put 
it Was’ that although hia Worship 
had decided to re-open the case-on 
his own motion, and not on an 
application by the prosecution, on 
a certain point under the Inter- 
pretation Ordinance, it was quite 
within the provinee of the defen- 
dant ‘to urge that his Worship's 
orlginal decision was sound and 
justified; and the’ way he (Mr. 
Lo) argued was that on the 
material now before the Court, 
there wus no evidence to show 
that the'defendant was in fact 
the agent and the man who signed 
the notice. The case must, there- 
fore, fal] to the ground. 

Mr. Lo remarked that he 
thought his Worship was going to 
give u decision on that point this 
morning. ' 

His Worship mentioned that ag 
Mr, Whyte Smjth was appearing 
for the prosecution, he might want 
to say something on the point.

Schedule K 
(the notice concerned) had been 
given in evidence verbally and if 
his Worship had accepted verbal 
evidence of it without insisting 
on its ‘production, he thought thst 
it was quite valid.. 

His Worship remarked to Mr, La 
that at the first hearing the defon- 
dant had answered the summons 
and: did not deny responajbil{ty tn 
any ‘way.

Assistant Crown Solicitor would 
be the first to admit. cortain 
elementary principles. It had 
beon laid down over and over 
again in criminal and.civil cnoses 
that the Crown could not apply 
to re-open a case in order to call 
evidence which was available and 
should have been called at the 
original hearing. If the Crown 
were applying for re-oveniny, Shey 
could not go. before the Corre: and 
sav fhat the evidence -had been 
absolutely at their elbow but they 
had _forvotten to put It in.

The annual report of the local 
officinl auditors appenra this year
